CRESCENT CITY JOCKEY CLUB DECIDES TO 
PROLONG ITS MEETING. 



Mutable Is Killed in a Jam at the Old Track — Four 
Favorites Win at City 
Park— Gossip. 



NfW Urleaius, La., February 15. — Tbe annual meet- 
ing of tUe Creseont City Jockey Club was held this 
afteniooti and all of the present offii*ers of the elub 
were re-elected. It was decided that racing at tlie 
old track be continued iiidefiniteli'. It is said that 
there is a possibility of its not ending before May 
1. Much depends uiwn the decision of tbe Supreme 
Court of Tennessee, with reference to the constitu- 
tionality of the racing law’ in that state. 

Small fields went to the i>ost in a majority of the 
races at City Park this afternoon. The conditions 
of tlic track, which was lumpy and heavy, was re- 
s|M>usible for a number of scratches, but tbe with- 
drawals did not detract much from the racing. 
Good contests were in the majority, two of the 
finishes being of tbe driving order with small mar- 
gins separating the first tw’o at the end. Favorites 
scored in four races, the winning choices being 
Little James, Modred, Oak Grove and Gentian. 

Little James beat a fair lot in the fourth race, 
winning in a canter after racing Braden into defeat 
ill the early stages of the race. Hugh McCarren has 
a useful horse in him. He has improved right along 
with racing and in his present condition it will take 
the best here to beat him, especially over a heavy 
track.

At Crescent Park a large crowd turned out and 
witnessed a good day’s sjiort. In the feature race, 
the handicap at one mile. De Reszke. the heavily 
supported favorite, lowered hi* colors to M. D. Mil- 
ler’s Cigarligliter. Radtke liad the mount on the 
last named, while Jack Martin was on De Reszke. 
* Piqued over the rough tactics which Martin em- 
ploye«l while riding Captain Bob when he defeated 
Footlights Favorite, on which Radtke had the mount 
yesterday, the latter was on his mettle and rode the 
iH-st race be has shown at the meeting. He ke|>t 
aliaig with De Reszke until straightened for the 
final run and then made a challenge which landeil 
Cigarligliter first at the end by a scant length. The 
finish betw'eeii tlie two was most exciting. 

While the horses were rounding the far turn in 
the two-year (ihl race, several of them came to 
gether and caused a jam. Mutable, which was ui 
in the front rank at the time, was throw’ii and lam! 
ing on her head, broke her neck. This is the second 
two-year-old fill>- that Robert Walden has lost at 
the meeting. Miss Custis was killed in a race oi* 
January 27. 

King Cole was ex<*use<l from the fourth race on 
account of sickness, w'hile St. Valentine was ex- 
cused on the request of bis owner, who claimed 
that tbe horse would not run a good race over the 
heavy track. 

Jockey Radtke was taken slightly ill after the 
fifth race and Moreland took the mount on Sincerity 
Belle in the sixth race. Radtke left for Hot Springs 
tonight.

Dr. la^ggo vanquished a fast lot of sprinters 
with supreme ease in the closing race. McCafferty 
was the star plunger during the afternoon and won 
large sums over tbe victories of the aforesaid thor 
ougbbreds.

JAMES B. HAGGIN’S BAND OF TWO-YEAR-OLDS. 

Charles Littlefield Is Training Twenty For the Noted 
Breeder at Sheepshead Bay. 

New York. February 15. — James B. Haggin should 
lie worthily represented in the juvenile races thii 
year. Tbe veteran trainer, Charles Littlefield, has 
a score of youngsters under his care that will ra<re 
itt Che “blue and orange’’ silks of the world’s big 
gept tbufoughbred breeder. The string is being 



wintered at Mr. Haggin’s brick barn, on Neck road, 
opposite the Sheepshead Bay racetrack. There are 
five colts and fifteen fillies. They are at work 
steadily under tbe shed, which is six laps to the 
mile; are in good winter condition, and will he 
ready to take up more serious wwk when the season 
opens. 

There are three older horses in the lot. one of 
which is Santiago, the seven-year-old son of St. 
Simon — Distant Shore. Santiago w’as brought to 
this country for stud service, but it has been de- 
■ided to train him the c'oming season. The others 
ire a three-year-old filly by Watercress — Lumina, 
iiid a three -year-old filly by Star Ruby — Recollec- 
tion. 

The colt that naturally attracts the most atten- 
tion is The Mikado, by WTatercress — Margerique, 
and a full brotlier to tbe $.50,000 Nasturtium. The 
Mikado was pronounced by everyone to lie the pick 
of all the yearlings brought east hist summer. He 
was purchased by New’toii Beuningtoii for $7,5(K>. 
Mr. Beuiiiiigton kept tbe colt only about teu days, 
liowever, as he pulled up lame after working a fur- 
long in fourteen secouds, and w’as returned to Mr. 
Haggin. He has shown no signs of uusoundness this 
winter and is a smashing looking colt. He is to be 
seen at shed work every day, and it is believed that 
lie will train. If he does and there is anything in 
looks, he should race as creditably as his dis- 
tinguished brother did. 

The Miser is the name tlmt has been given a 
smart looking chestnut colt by Ben Holladay — Mis- 
erere. He shows a lot of quality in bis make-up 
md his yearling trials were satisfactory in ev«ry 
way. 

Another sou of the old long distance champion is 
Heretog. a bay colt out of Heritlere. Put up on 
good lines, there is little fault that could be found 
in his conftwmation. He was well tried out last 
fall, and it will be no surprise to see him in the 
first fiight of juveniles if he meets with no mishap. 

Grafton, the bay colt by Greenan — ^Touch, is a 
well quartered youngster that has shown a fine turn 
r>f s na Hhowpd he was .rate. 

Tgeo, the last of the colts, is a jWOd f<^lng hay by 
Orsinl— I-.egarge, that ought to race well and early. 

The fillies will presumably go to the Haggin stud, 
imt some of them at least should have a racing rec- 
»rd to back up their claims for stud duty.. The 
uajority of them are Rancho del Paso bred, being 
by the sires that made this fasiu famous as the 
•lursery of w’lnners. 

Tauogar is racy looking chestnut filly by Goldfim*h 
— Brillar. She Is put up on the best of racing 

ines, is speedy and should race well. Her dam, 
Brillar. has already produceil the frequent winners, 
Fltzbrillar, Sir Brillar and Delmore. Tanogar is a 
lull sister to Delmore. 

A stout and niggeil looking filb’ Watersiieed. a 
chestnut by the “picture horse.” W’atercolor, and 
*ut of Sue Kittle, a mare that won iiiaiiy races. 
While not so very showy looking as her sire, there 
Is mucli to commend in her conformation, and she 
'las the api>earaiice of one that would campaign well. 

Malu*e. a chestnut filly by Watercolor — Formosa, 
is of rather light build, but is well turned and may 
’>e useful. 

The chestnut filly by Raiailio — Suiierfine, is well 
named Refined, as she is an exceedingly smart-look- 
ing miss, witb a taking bead and neck, strong 
-ihoulders. goml deptU through the heart and well 
Uinied quarters. Nut mauy flaws could be pickt*d 
ill her makeup. 

Another smart looking filly is Trouveur, a l»ay out 
of Truuba. She has good size to recommend her, 
•iiid shows plenty of quality. 

t’oriielia, the chestnut filly by Star Ruby -4Jlen- 
'dia, has the apiKsiraiicc of developing into a useful 
sort. Her dam is a young Midlothian mare, which 
lias not yet liecomc distiuguisheil in the stud. 

Cress, a brown filly by Watercress — Alexia, is one 
•>f tbe stars of the string. From her head to her 
Iieels she shows noth ing but quality, and looks like 
the making of more than a useful racer. 

One which slioweil eminently satisfactory year- 
ling trials is Citroiia, a racy-luokhig black miss by 
Greeiiaii — Cordite. 

Gold is the iiauic given the sister to Golden 
Maxim, a tine big bay flll.v by Golden Garter — Miss 
.Maxim. She seems to imssess much of tbe quality 
that made Golden Maxim oue of the good three-year- 
olds of his year, is built* on speedy lines and is 
reasonably sure to be beard from. 

V’osulte, a bay flllj', by Voter — Sultaness, showed 
much of the s|>eed which made her sire famous 
when sent fast in her yearilug trials. 

Kiuley .Mack is represented by a fine looking bay 
filly, out of Florence Breckenrldge, Except that she 
Is a trifle light in the tlauk there is little fault to 
find with her make-up. She is well liked by her 
trainer. 

A good fy|i^ is Water Ruse, the browu fill.'* 1»>’ 
Watercress — Rosalind. She is of the heroic mould 
of her sire, but well turned and with quarters that 
denote tbe isisscssiou of a good turn of si»eed. 

Golden I’beasaiit is a rugged looking chestnut 
filly, by Goldfinch — Patagonia, that has shown plenty 
of speed and looks like being very useful. 

Furso, b.v Nasturtium — Julia Huuover. has much 
to recommend her so far as couformatioii goes, aud 
when tried out last fall showed great speed. 

Miss Himyar. by Ben Holladuy---Hiuiyauce, has 
tbe look of oue that would come to hand early. 
Except for being rather light bodied, there is 
little fault to be found with her,
